convention 
yesterday. discussed 
the 


minority report ot the committee on 
rulea, which required the nomination of a 
vice president before the nomination ot 
a president. The "Middle o£ the Road" 
men favored the, proposition, hoping to 
be able to defeat Sen-all. 


The convention dragged on very slow- 


ly. It was not until the action relating 
to the order in which presidential and 
vice presidential candidates should be 
nominated that the convention woke 
up. The floodgates of oratory were 
a^ain opened. 


With some difficulty the speechmahing 


was cut oPT, and the vote was taken by 
stales on the adoption of the minority 
report recommending- the nomination of 
vice president before president. 
The 


anti Ui-yan delegates lined up In tavorof 
the aii'jption of the minority report. 


The rollcall was followed with Intense 


interest. The announcement of the vote 
•was 7S5 to 615 in favor of the minority 
report, and. was of course the signal for 
an enthusiastic anti-Bryan demonstra- 
tion. The report was then adopted. 


General J. B. Weaver, chairman of the 


committee on resolutions, 
was 
then 


recognized to read the 
platform, 
as 


agreed to by the committee. He pre- 
faced the reading by saying that the 
committee had had a protracted meet- 
Ing, and that while its proceedings had 
been harmonious, there was not entire 
unanimity, cs Itepsrs. Kearby of Texas 
and Coxey of Ohio -would both oriel1 
minority reports.

2. "We demand the 
free and unre- 


stricted coinage or silver and gold at the 
present legal ratio of 16 -to 1, wltfhou: 
waiting Cor the consent of foreign na- 
tions. 


3. "We demand that the volume of cir- 


culating medium he spaedlly increased to 
an amount suHlelent to rmiet the de- 
mands of business and population, a,nd 
to rest on: the Just level of prices of labor 
and production 


4. "We denounce the sales of bonds and 


the increase of the public Interest-bear- 
ing debt made by the present adminis- 
tration as unnecessary and without au- 
thority oi! law, and demand that no mora 
bonds be issued, nxccpt .by specific act 
of congress. 


5. We demand such legislation as Tvlll 


.prevent the dcinoiujLizatlon of the lawful 
money OL" the United States by private 
contract. 


G. We demand thai the government, in 


payment ol' its obligations, shall use its 
option as to the kind of money In which 
they are to be paid, and we denounce the 
present nnd prnceding administrations 
for surrendering this option to holders 
of government obligations. 


7. We demand a graduated Income tax, 


to the end that a^srotated wealth shall 
bear Its just proportion of taxation, and 
we regard the recer.t decision, of the su- 
preme court rtiliiiivo to the Income tax 
law aa a misinterpretation of the consti- 
tution, and an invuHlon of the rightful 
powers of congress, over the subject oi 
taxation.

' SECOND-TRANSPORTATION. 


1. Ti-annportation being a means oE 


exchange and a public necessity, gov- 
ernment should own and operate the 
railroads iu tha intercsc of the people, 
and on a non-j'ariisjn baais, to the end 
that all may be accorded the sametreat- 
munt in transportation, and that the 
tyranny nnd political power now exer- 
ciser! by the great railroad corporations, 
which result In the impairment, If not 
the destruction and political rights and 
perj.onal llbcriieii o£ the citizen, may be 
destroyed.

freights. 


3. We denounce the present Infamous 
schemes for refunding these debts, and 
demand that the laws now applicable 
thereto be executed and administered 
according to their Interest and spirit.

Monetary Conditions 


The produce markets have been seri- 


ously depressed, lard making the lowest 
quotations on record, corn_falllng to 32 
cents, wheat to 61.75 cents and cotton to 
7.12" cents. There has been a slight re- 
covery In com, a 16th In cotton, and 1 
cent In wheat, but the main cause of low- 
prices remains, namely: Prospects oE 
large crops, with heavy stocks on hand. 


Nothing appears of encouragement in 


the Industries, and there has been a con- 
siderable further decline In the work- 
Ing force. The closing of iron furnaces 
continues Textile industries are rapidly 
reducing working torce, as the prospect 
for future demand does not grow clearer, 
and while prices are nominally un- 
changed, it is because there is llttlt 
chance of business at present. Sales oi 
wool at the chief markets for the week 
have been the smallest ever known. 
Prices do not nominally change, but are 
shaded to make sales, and western mar- 
kets are weakening some, though still 
higher than eastern. 


There Is little new business In boots 


and shoes, probably not enough In any 
branch to keep shops at work.

Germany answers she is willing if Eng- 
land will consent, but England gives 
an emphatic no. Why should England 
enter Into such an agreement? Is she 
not under the present conditions more 
prosperous than she has ever been? 
England Is the mistress of the world In 
finance. 


She knows what Is for her best Inter- 


est and she Is too long headed to jeop- 
ardize her own prosperity. England, is 
the greatest commercial nation of the 
world. Her Interests are diametrically 
opposed to-ours, for we are her great- 
est competitor; consequently we should 
not adhere to a policy which her states- 
men desire us to pursue. She has colo- 
nies nearly all over the world, and she 
supports and nurses her 
commerce

This political corftrdvcrsy is not real- 


ly, fia It appears, one between mill own- 
ers 
and employes, 
for many of 
the 


most brilliant, capable, wealthy and 
self-made manufacturers would, today, 
range themselves on the slfle of silver, 
If they dared to have the courage of 
their convictions. 


Hut It is a fight between Wall street 
largely controlled by foreign bankers 
and the great masses of the laboring 
people. 
• JCansas farmers are reported as sell- 
Ing wheat at 35 cents a bushel, 
corn 


from 
14 to 15 cents a bushel, oats 12 


cents a bushel, amounts which barely 
cover the cost of gathering and trans- 
porting to the railroad stations. 


Is 
It hot clear 
to you that these 


prices leave nothing 
to the 
farmers 


with which to buy our manufactured 
products? 


International bimetallism 5s advocat- 


ed by many, but under the present 
conditions It Is an absolute impossibil- 
ity. 
France is willing- to enter Into an 


international agreement t'j support bi- 
metallism If Germany will also agree; 
£!ermany answers she Is willing if Er.g- 
Tand will consent, but England gives 
an emphatic no. Why should England 
enter Into such an agreement? Is she 
not under the present conditions more 
prosperous than she has ever been? 
England Is the mistress of the world In 
finance. 


She knows what Is for her best Inter- 


est and she Is too long headed to Jeop- 
ardize her own' prosperity. England is 
the greatest commercial nation of the 
world. Her Interests are diametrically 
opposed to ours, for we are her great- 
est competitor; consequently-we should 
not adhere to a policy which her states- 
men desire us to pursue. She .has colo- 
nies nearly all over the world, and she 
supports and 
nurses her commerce 


with British guns. 
Let us see how England conducts her 


Internal affairs. The Queen of England 
la the Empress of India, a country with 
200.000,000 
Inhabitants. India 
Is 
the 
agricultural district of the Queen's em- 
pire; It occupies relatively to the gov- 
ernment 
the same position that our 


ngrlcultural 
western 
and 
southern 


states occupy to our own national gov- 
ernment. 


England being the money center, as 


the eastern states are here. It has gold 
standard 
for England and silver for 


India. The silver currency in India 
keeps her agricultural population pros- 
perous and happy; it serves also anoth- 
er purpose; It enables England to buy 
her breaflstuffs at half price, for since 
silver haa been demonetized gold has 
increased In value degree by degree, 
and 
farm products In America have 


gone down In price, gradually following 
downwards as gold appreciated up- 
wards 
In value. 
The price of 
farm 


products In'the silver standard coun- 
tries has remained practically the same 
as It was before we demonetized silver. 
How have the silver using countries 
been affected, generally, by the advance 
In the price of gold? It has stimulated 
their home manufacturing Industries- 
innumerable cotton and other factories 
have been built, and are operated at 
great profits in India, Japan, Mexico 
and other silver using countries. 


But for these new factories, I ven- 


ture to say that all our mills In New- 
England would be very busy. 


Ten years more of this gold standard 


policy and I prophesy that the profit- 


ers 
with the 
silver 
nation will be 


completely ruined. 


Free trade and gold standard belong 


In the same category. Free silver and 
protection cannot be divorced one from 
the other. By the appreciation In the 
price of gold, the silver using countries1 
have secured a protection of one hun- 
dred per cent, against our manufac^- 
uretl products. Free silver would have 
similar effect with us. In the case sll- 
vor failed to appreciate In value, under 
free silver basis, then we would have 
an additional protection of one hundred 
per cent, which would practically pro- 
hibit the Importation of foreign poods 
to this country. 


The Importation of hundreds of mil- 


lions of foreign made goods, coupled 
with the reduced buylns power of the 
farming class, are 
the two sole 
ele- 


ments that are entirely responsible for 
the present unparalleled business de- 
pression In America. 
How have the silver standard nations 


fared of late years. Let me quote the 
"Boston Herald" a gold standard pa- 


It admits the fact as to the stimula- 


tive effect of the silver currency, aad 
also the fact that in India to. pur-chase 
the ordinary supplies, an ounce of'sil- 
ver In the form of coin will so nearly 
as far in the form of compensation as 
It would when the same ounce 
was. 


worth as bullion, "nearly twice as much 
as It is at the present time—and this 
under conditions in one form or an- 
other of nearly free coinage. 


The 
"Herald" 
also 
acknowledges 


•that the silver currency has led to an 
increased exportation of wheat from 
India to England, and may later on 
tend to:glve to -the Japanese an oppor- 
tunity to sell their manufactured wares 
In the markets of Europe and America. 


Again I read also In the financial 


column of the '.'Boston Herald" in re- 
lation to the financial 
prosperity 
ot 


Mexico, the following: 


"The Bank of London and Mexico, 


In the city of. Mexico, will Increase Its 
capital to $10,000,000 In order to pro- 
vide funds for its growing business. It 
has Just paid 14 per cent, dividend.
